Its newspaper ‘Ta 
Nea" is distributed free to the 
refugees who still remain in 
camps (about 180,000 Greeks lost 
their homes in the war).

After costly labour trouble in the pipeline company, with a strike lasting over three weeks, management does not seem to have made 


much headway over the issues in dispute.

LORD CROMER, who was British 
Resident and Consul-General in 
Egypt from 1888 to 1907, used to 
quote with approval a saying of 8. 
Lane-Poole, the distinguished 
writer on Egyptian affairs, to the 
effect that an upper-class Moslem 
must be ‘either a fanatic or ἃ con- 
cealed infidel." Of his friend 
Sheikh Mohammed ‘Abdu' leader 
of the modernist movement in 
Egyptian Islam, Cromer once 


* wrote that he suspected him of be- 


ing ‘‘in reality an agonostic..."' 

More than eight decades have 
passed since Cromer made his 
perspicacious observation. Yet 
the difficulty for a believing 
Moslem of adjusting to living in 
the modern world romains as 
acute as ever. When Prince I"aisal 
fbn Musa'id assassinated hia un- 
cle King Faisal of Saudi Arabia in 
March, it was revealed that his 
brother, Prince Khalid, had been 
killed by Riyadh police some nine 
years previously while leading a 
march of Moslem zealots 
demonstrating againat a television 
station on the grounds that 
Islamic law forbids the represen- 
tation of a human Image in 
any form. 

Details published in the 
QWgyptian press during the past 
few months suggest that the same 
sort of religious zeal provided the 
motive force for at lenst two dar- 
ing plots to overthrow President 
Sadat's regime and set up a 

overnment that would adhore to 
he teachings of pristine Islam. 

According to all the evidence, 

Ὁ plotters reprasent a tatally 
new breed of Moslem zealots, For 
the oxisting Moslem religious es- 
tablishment they have nothing but 
acorn, {f not worse. They consider 
their direct predecessors, the 
Mosicm Brethren, Inept failures 
who hesitated to use arms and 
engaged In endless pontifications 
about shure (consensus) and 
other such theoretical! matters. 
And they avoided fellow zealots 
“with past experience” like the 
Plague. The motto of the group 
whore top three leaders were 
sentenced to death in Cairo on 
May 81 was “Recruit Three and 
Avoid Three!"’ Spelled out in full, 
it ran: “Recruit the young, the

Solve the country's street- 
cleaning crisis. ‘'They are 
cowards and fear-stricken,” he 
explained. "Al Azhar never was 
an honourable institution 
throughout its history, anyway.” 

Nor did the zealots have more 
respect for the common man. In 
defence of the conspiratorial, 
violent road to political change, 
the leader of the group, Salih Ab- 
dullah Sartyya, cited the case of 
the great Moslem leader and 
theologian, Abul A'la Maududi. 

“There is one by the name of 
Maududi who founded a Moslem 
league in Pakistan," Sariyya told 
his interrogators. ‘His policy 15 to 
come to power through elections, 
but many years have passed 
without this aim being achieved. 
Tho ideal way of eatablishing the 
Islamic State in Egypt ta to do 
what the Communists and others 
have done and seize power by 
force in order to reinstate Islam." 

Asked what the masses of the 
people would do, he replied: 
“They will support us." 

Why did he think so? 

“All the people will support the 
Islamic regime. After all, when 
someone told them the country 
was to be Soclailst they agreed, 
despite the fact that they did not 
hove the slightest idea what 
Socialism means," 

Especially revealing were the 
notes seized in the room of one of 
the accused, a student at the 
Agricultural College born three 
months before the Froe Officers 
revolt of July 22, 1952. 


“On the one hand," he wrote, ''I: 
attended prayers; on the other 
hand, I went to beaches and the 
movies. In the end I decided to put 
an end to these contradictions, 
and ever since I was enrolled in 
college I have taken the path of 
Islam and stopped visiting 
beaches and cinemas."" 

However, the contradictions 
kept pursuing him, this time in 
society as a whole. 

“Wo are," he explains, ‘‘an 
Islamic State and we have the 
Koran — and yet we follow the 
Charter (of National Action, 
Nasser's exposition of Arab 
Soclalism) rather than practise 
the Koran..." 


HIS ANALYSIS of today’s—state 
of affairs in Egypt — what he 
terms “‘the five fingers of the hand 
of oppression'' — is as follows: 
Politics: intellectual and 
political tyranny. Religion: 
backwardness, stagnation and 
negativism. The media: freedom 


of speech and information, provid-: 


ed they imply no dissent. Society: 
the overwhelming majority 
follows outworn customs and 
traditions, while the othera are 
devoid of all values. 

Science: they masquerade as 
adherents of science, attribute to 
It more than {t can hear, and 
manipulate it according to their 
whims. 

Another university atudent ob- 
jected to the regime's adherance 
to Nationalism. 

Islam," he noted, ‘‘does not 


recognize the concept of nationall- 
ty. This doctrine implies that peo- 
pie are defined according to a cer- 
tain geographical spot, a concept 
which negates Islam and its prin- 
clples,’" 


OBVIOUSLY Sariyya's Is a fringe 
group, of which the majority of 
practising Moslems would disap- 
prove strongly. But they have ao 
strong and energetic ally in the 
person of Libya's Muammer Gad- 
dafi, whose name haa often been 
mentioned in connection with such 
activities. Some time ago, in the 
course of a visit in Cairo, Gaddafi 
met with a number of Egyptian 
thinkers and explained to them 
that the world's only hope of 
salvation lay in strict adherence 
to the teachings of Islam and the 
prescriptions laid down in the 
Koran. 

The symposium took place 
shortly before the Yom Kippur 
War, when talk of a merger 
between Egypt and Libya was still 
of some relevance, and when Gad- 
dafi wag trying to placate some of 
the fears and doubts of thinking 
Egyptians about contracting such 
8 merger with a country ruled by 
o self-confessed Moslem zealot 
and fanatic. Present were Dgypt's 
top writers, intellectuals and men 
of letters: Tawfiq el Hakim, Najib 
Mahfouz, Hussein Fawzi and 
Louta ‘Awad, Ahmed Bahaeddine, 
Abdul Malik ‘Oda and ‘Aisha Ab- 
dul Rahman. Muhammed Haasa- 
neln Heikal, who had Initiated the 
gathering, acted as moderator.

Religious fanaticism is still very much alive in Egypt. But there is a new breed of- Moslem zealots, more violent and bigotet 
than their predecessors, and behind them, notes NISSIM REJWAN, looms the ominous figure of Libya’s Muammer Gaddafi 


Having Islam as his shleld ant 
assisted by Heikal's smoot 
caginess, Gaddafi succeeded hi 
putting some of his critics on thi 
acfensive, though he made n 
point worthy of note. Helkal kep 
hls cool throughout, remarkin, 
every now and again: ‘'It's . 
highly significant question, th 
one raised by Gaddafi." All Gad 
dati did, however, was to mumbl 
things like: ‘How do we develo 
our values and improve our con 
dition?

NUMEROUS BOOKS have been 
published on Israel's many wars. 
But the book under review is the 
first historical-analytical study of 
the development of the Israe) 
Defence Forces (IDF) and the 
evolution of its military doctrine. 

It is a history of the IDF set 


against the wider background οὐ @ 


social, economic and political 
developments in Israel. Its 10 
chapters present, in effect, a 
threefold cycle constructed of the 
background to each of Israel's 
wars, the wars themselves (each 
briefly but superbly summarized) 
and each of their aftermaths, the 
lessons learned from each, and 
thelr impact on the IDF's military 
thinking. 

The authors divide Israel's 
military history into several 
periods, cach of which they 
deseribe In detail. 

The first period is that of the 
pro-State underground-militia 
type of guerrilla-partisan 
organizations, characterized by 
high dedication and ideallam, 
which bequeathed an important 
legacy to the IDF. Among other 
things, this included a sceretive 
conspiratorial character, a tradi- 
tion of improvisation, adaptabill- 
ty, and, In the absence of military 
tradition, an emphasis on Ideas 
over inertia in operation. 

The second period, that of the 
War of Liberation, was 
characterized by difficulties in- 
volved in the transformation from 
an underground milltia lo a 
conventional army while 
simultancously fighting on many 
fronts with severe shortages In 
manpower and materiel. The IDF 
Compensated for ils weakness by 
Aceepling unuaually high risks in 
Operation, night fighting, decep- 
tlon and surprise, mobility, and 
flexible command. David Ben- 
Gurion's Ingistence on the es- 
tablishment of the IDF as the 
State's single military organiza- 
lion and the disbanding of the 
Palmah and the Irgun Zva'i 
Le‘um! (IZL, or Etzel, or Irgun, 
led by Menahem Begin) in 
retrospect appears among the 
most momentous decisions in 
Israel's history. 

Also important was the es: 
tablishment of a single unifled 
command system facilitating 
Cooperation rather than competl- 
tion among the different branches 
ot the armed forces. Because of

reorganization of the IDF not asa 
large standii army but as a 
highly efficient reserve system in 
which every civilian became a 
soldicr on 11 months’ annual 
leave, The euthors discuss this 
system in great detail, probably 
for the firat time, and they credit 
Isracl's second Chief of Staff, 
Yigaci Yadin, for the establish- 
ment of Israel's reserve system. 

The third period (1953-1956), 
when Moshe Dayan was Isracl's 
fourth Chicf of Staff, [8 described 
as one of reprisal raids gradually 
cacalating the levol of conflict 
belween Isracl and her 
neighbours leading to the Sinai 
Campnign, Whereas Yadin and 
Mordechai Makleff, his successor, 
displayed the orgrnizational 
abilities vital to the ereation of a 
regular army, Dayan's major 
contribution was in raising the 
hitherto neglected clan and 
professional standards of the com- 
bat troops. Nevertheless, until the 
Sinal Campaign, the IDF remain- 
ed the Infantry-orlentcd army of 
the earlier period, with insuf- 
ficient attention devoted to ar- 
mour and mechanized warfare, 
while the role of elite commando 
units was overemphasized. 
Repeated reprisal raids became 
decreasingly offective deterrents 
and, Luttwak and Horowitz con- 
tend, inevitably led to the Sinai 
Campaign. 

The Sinal Campaign was right- 
ly considered a great victory, for 
It established Israe] ag an Impor- 
tant Middle Hast power and gain- 
ed her 10 years of essentially un- 
disturbed peace. Yet, con- 
siderable weaknesses of the IDF 
were uncovered during the war — 
principally, lack of mobile ar- 
tillery, and poor communication 
and coordination among the 
troops. Reassessment of 
armoured-warfare doctrine, 
proven dated during the fighting, 
promplcd a discovery of the value 
of tanks, mechanized forces, and, 
above all, air power in modern 
battle conditions. Much that could 
have been learned from the 
recorded experlence of other ar- 
mies had to be learned the hard 
way, in combat. On the grand 
‘strategic. and political level, the

THE YEARS 1957-1967 saw the in- 
troduction of radical changes in 
the IDF's military doctrine, based 
on lessons drawn from the Sinai 
Campaign. Despite the clear vic- 
tory, the need for improvement 
was immediately recognized. 
Dayan's successors, Haim 
Laskov, Ζν! Tzur and Yitzhak 
Rabin, were talented ‘ad- 
ministrators who transformed the 
IDF into a well-equipped modern 
army, through weapons deals 
with France and West Gormany. 
Attentlon was now focused, as 
reflected in budget allocations, on 
the Armoured Corpa led by 
Yisrae] Tal and the Air Force led 
by Hzer Welzman. Land forces 
were turned into an armoured 
force, and the conventional infan- 
try virtually disappeared fromm the 
scene. Horowitz and Luttwak 
devote special attentiqn to the 
development of the IDF Ar- 
moured Corps and what they call 
the "All Tank” doctrine. This 
period, In their view, ended with a 
continuous rise in tension along 
the Syrian and Jordanian borders, 
the renewal, under Yitzhak 
Rabin, of reprisal raids (though In 
a more original and more im- 
aginative manner than in the 
1950s), and with the ultimate 
failure of deterrence, leading to 
the Six Day War. 

In the eyes of Israel's high com- 
mand, the Six Day War had com- 
pletely justified the tremendous 
investment of funds and attention 
in the Air Force and Armoured 
Corps. The war was decided in its 
first hours by the on-ground 
destruction of the Arab air forces 
by the Israel Air Force. (The [IAF 
attack on the Arab airfields was 
based on a doctrine developed in 
the early 19503 by Dan Tolkowsky 
and later perfected by Ezer Welz-

CONCERNING THE IDF com- 
mand and its relation to the Israel 
Government~an Issue that rous- 
ed much interest after the Yom 
KIppur War — the book, mostly 
written before that war, containg 
some interesting insights, One 
passage, concerning the question 
of responsibility for the conduct of 
the IDF, is worth quoting here: 

“The Chief of Staff is the sole 
head of the Army and the only of 
ficial ink between the General 
Staff and the Cabinet, as 
reprasented by the Minister of 
Defenee. In Israel's unwritten 
constitution there Is no provision 
for the post of Supreme Com- 
mander or Commander jn Chief; 
the Cabinet as a whole is vested 
with ultimate authority of 
supreme command. In practice, 
such powers are delegated to the 
Minister of Defence who serves 88 
the Army's sole political master 
and who ia therefore responsible 
lo the Cabinet and Knesset for all 
military matters." 

The book alao includes ex- 
celient mapa and two diagrams — 
both pre-October, 1973 — Il- 
lustrating the organizational 
structure of the General Staff and 
of the entire lJarac! defence 
system. 

Like any study of this 
magnitude and scope, it cannot be 
free of errors and weaknesses. 
The book is basically devoted toa 
study of the military slde of the 
IDF and thus is relatively 
weak—although still interesting 
— an to the political aspects of 
Israel's accurity problems. More 
attention could have been devoted 
to problems such as _ civilian- 
military relations; decision 
policy-making processes relevant 
to security mattera; the impact of 
Isracl's foreign relations on her 
security; and the external— 
regional and global—en- 
vironment; the IDF"s reactions to 
military developments In Arab 
countries; the nuclear prolifera 
tion problem in the region and its 
pone impact on Israel's securl- 


The book is lucid and well 
written—though it Is occasionally 
repetitive, it [5 never boring.

DOZENS OF AUTHORS have 
made the transition from writing 
in Russian or Yiddish to Hebrew. 
But few have been successful in 
transferring from English to 
Hebrew. Two contemporary 
writers who have done so, both 
former Americans, are poets 
Harold Schimmel and Reuven 
Ben-Yosef. Ben-Yosef, born 
Robert Reiss in 1987, knew no 
Hebrew when he settled in Israel 
in 1959, having already published 
a collection of poems in English. 
He lived on a kibbutz until 1969 
and now lives in Ramat Hasharon. 
In 1978 he published the 
autobiographical novel 
“Haderekh Hazara" (‘The Way 
Back") and has recently brought 
out his third collection of Hebrew 
poems in Metim Ve'ohavim 
pane on (‘The Dead and the 
Loving,"' Ramat Gan, Hebrew 
Writers Association and Massada 
Press, 111 pp., 1123}. 

Having acquired Hebrew as a 
second language is probably the 
reason that Ben-Yosef seems to 
take so much care about the 
language of his poems. The poctry 
Is full of word-games and puna 
which add to Lhe often joyful mood 
of the poems. Ben-Yosef does not 
just dash off thoughts, but is very 
careful about form and metre, 
much to his credit. Throughout 
this volume, the reader fccols that 
Ben-Yosef enjoys writing poctry. 
He is not a poet who agonizcs over 
unburdening his soul but rather 
seems to derive a great deal of 
Pleasure from writing. The title 
comes from ἃ phrase In the title 
poam, about ‘‘our eternal 
capital," the crumbling Tel Aviv, 
which ends “Whon the day comes 
when I rise up and read my 
pooms, the dead and the loving 
tholr voices will raise."

Hebrews Movement." Dubbed the 
“Canaanites,'' this group of 
writers and artists was formed in 
1942 by the poet Yonatan Ratosh. 
The group supported the idea of a 
“Hebrew nation" as opposed to 
that of a Jewish state." They felt 
that culture develops from the 
particular physical area and 
reflects life In that place alone. 
Thus, the land of the Hebrews 
with its well-known landscapes 
should lead to a Hebrew culture. 
Jewish culture, in their view, has 
no place in the return of the 
Hebrews to their land. Therefore, 
to encourage this development, 
there should be one secular 
Hebrew nation consisting of peo- 
ple of any religion who regard 
themselves as Hebrews and not as 
Jews or Arabs. The only language 
will be Hebrew, with a sprinkling 
of Ugaritic (!). The local deities — 
Baal and Ashtoret — will be given 
a leading role in the religion of the 
land, which would extend from the 
Mediterranean to the Euphrates 
Basin. 

The Canaanites have had no in- 
fluence in Isracl's political 
development, They have, 
however, greatly influenced the 
literature and the development of 
Hebrew as a working language, 
especially in stressing a pure 
Hebrew frec from Aramaic and 
Yiddish “corruptions.” Ratosh 
has been the movement's best 
writer, and now his early poetry 
has been collected in the Shtrei 
Yonulan Ratosh = ww wy ye 
(‘'The Poems of Yonatan 
Ratosh," Tel Aviv, Hadar, 228 
pp.). Born Uriel Halperin in 1908, 
Ratosh was raised in a Hebrew- 
spoaking home.

FELDHEIM PUBLISHERS of

It takes a visitor only a short 
time to get the people’s attitude to 
the architectural monster in their 
midst — a feeling of embarrass- 
ment masked by humour. On the 
way from the airport, the local 
journalist who had met me on my 
arrival earlier this month pointed 
to the tlp of the tower and remark- 
ed "from there you have the only 
good view of Warsaw." He paused, 
then added “because from there 
you can't see the Palace of 
Culture.” 

I heard another sample of 
Palace of Culture humour the 
samé evening at a performance of 
“The Slaughterhouse,"" a new 
play by Slawomir Mrozek, the 
author of “Tango,”" which enjoyed 
aworldwide vogue in the late 'six- 
[168 (it was seen at Habimah in 
1967). The performance took place 
in the Teatr Dramatyezny, one of 
the four theatres housed in the 


"Palace. When crashing noises that 


sound liko an earthquake are 
heard offstage, one of the 


characters steps forward and ad- 
dresses the audience: “Keep 
calm, there's no cause for panic, 
This house was built by the beat 
engineers In the world." It took a 
Jong time for the laughter and 
applause to die down. 

Mrozck (Ὁ, 1980) and Tadeusz 
Rozewicz (b. 1921) lead a school of 
Polish playwrights one would 
hardly expect to find In a 
totalitarian country, and the fact 
that both enjoy popularity in the 
Weat teatifies to the fact that they 
do not toe the Ine. Their sharp, 
witty criticism of modern life in 
general and of life under Com- 
munism in particular, their all too 
clear barbs aimed at the regime, 
stand out in marked contrast to 
the dreary official hash that fills 
the mass communication media. 

“The Slaughterhouse" is an 
allegory on modern society, its 
hero, a violinist in the first act, 
turning Into a butcher in the se- 
cond act, for these are times when 
music is of no importance com- 
pared with such a uscful activity 
as slaughtering animals. Clever, 
hard-hitting lines are strewn 
throughout the play, to the delight 
of the audicnee. The loudest 
applause and laughter came when 
a character made a tongue-in- 
cheek speech in praise of 
freedom, concluding with the 
words, “We all muat be free. Let 
us all work for freedom, let each 
of us force his neighbour to be 
free!" 

At another theatre, Rozewicz's 
“The Card Index" is being shown 
to full houses, the play which 
made him famous first in Poland

The Bertini case

In 1959 and then In the West (it was 
performed here at the Zavit 
Theatre ten years ago}. The 
play's anonymous, impersonal 
hero is lost in the Kafkaesque 
world of a mechanized society 
ruled by a mechanized 
bureaucracy, which could be 
capitalist or Communist, but is 
very much of our time. 


WHETHER out of provincialism 
or as testimony to the productivity 
of local playwrights, the Warsaw 
theatres stage Polish plays almost 
exclusively, In the weck I was 
there, the capital's nine houses 
presented seven plays by local 
Playwrights, contemporary and 
classics, and only two imports, 
Kafka's “Amerika and Arnold 
Wesker's “The Kitchen."' One of 
the hits of the season is ‘The 
Mannequins’ Ball" by Bruno 
Jasienski, a poet who left Poland 
in the ‘thirties to escape the op- 
pressive fascist regime, settled in 
Moscow, and was executed there 
in one of Stalin's waves of terror. 

The mimeographed Hast of 
current local shows distributed 
among the foreign visitors to the 
Theatre of the Nations Festival 
did not include the shows of the 
State Yiddish Theatre. I was un- 
der the impression that the com- 
pany had given up the ghost after 
its jeading spirit Ida Kaminska 
left Poland in 1968, and only dis- 
covered its existence by chance 
when I wag scanning the theatre 
column of a newspaper, and I ask- 
ed my hosts to arrange a visit. 

A Yiddish theatre in almost 
Judenrein Warsaw? The pleasant, 
neat, 300-seat hall on Grzybowsk! 
Place had on that evening an 
audience of about 150, all but one 
of whom — the exception being 
this writer — held carphones 
through which they could hear a 
simultaneous translation Into 
Polish. Moreover, before every 


sceneé a narrator appeared on the 
stage to Introduce It In Polish. 

As the title of the play would In- 
dicate, ‘There Was Once a 
Shtetl" was all nostalgia for the 
little Jewish communities that 
have been wiped off the Polish 
map. While the narrator gave his 
introduction, the lights went up 
gradually behind a diaphanoug 
curtain to revoal a background of 
tumbledown huts with couples 
moving around to the haunting 
melody of a waltz, like ghosts on a 
short visit tothe land of the Living. 
Then the action began, with much 
singing and dancing: a simple 
story about a rich boy falling in 
love with the pretty daughter of 
the local schlemiel, pure love 
eventually overcoming social 
prejudices. The entire second act 
was taken up by the longest wed- 
ding I have ever seen on any 
stage. 

The show was better than this 
sounds, fairly well staged, moving 
smoothly, with good comedy acts 
woven into the proceedings. What 
it all amounted to was a pageant 
of East European Jewish folklore. 


I WONDERED about the actors 
and even more about the 
audience. I put some questions to 
Szymon Szurmiej, the director, 
whom I met after the show in the 
dimly-lit cafe attached to the 
theatre, 3 

With hardly any Jews left in 
Waraaw (or In the rest of Poland), 
the audience, he told me, is com- 
posed mainly of Poles who come 
out of interest in Jewish culture 
which, after all, was a part of 
Polish culture for so many cen- 
turles. As for the actors, the ma- 
jority are veterans of the pre-war 
Yiddish theatre; but there is a 
new generation coming along, 
trained in their own studio. One of 
them, the handsome juvenile lead, 
was Szurmiej's own son. There 


are also a number of non-Jews 
among the young actors. They 
have learned some Yiddish, but 
mainly sing and dance. 

An elderly musician who in- 
vited himself to walk me the few 
blocks to my hotel had a slightly 
different story to tell. Theatre 
tickets are readily availabte to 
everyone in Warsaw; In fact, they 
are practically forced upon the 
people at nominal prices. So why 
shouldn't some Poles occasionally 
go and see something exotic? As 
for the actors, under the rigid 
state system of training, a 
graduate of a drama school haa to 
undergo a period of appren- 
ticeship In a theatre before he can 
become a fully fledged member of 
the profession; there are always 
openings in the Yiddish theatre, 
while it Isn't so easy to get into the 
Polish theatres. The musician 
could not give me ἃ satisfactory 
answer to the question I had 
avoided asking the theatre's 
directer: why the government 
bothers to keep the theatre going, 
underwrite its budget, pay the ac- 
tors, inusicilans and other per- 
sonnel fairly good salaries. 

It was aboul 11 o'clock, a late 
hour for Warsaw, where the 
theatres and Jast movie shows 
start at seven, and most cafcs 
close at 10. Marszaikowaka Street, 
one of the elty's malin 
thoroughfares, was almost empty, 
except for the occasional drunk. 
One of them staggered over to us 
and insisted on being friendly. 

My companion eventually per- 
suaded him to go home and sleep 
it off, then remarked to me: “He 
can afford to he drunk, /e ls in his 
own country." He asked me if one 
sees many drunks in the streets in 
Tel Aviv. I said hardly ever. 
“Why not?" the man wondered, 
“you are in your own country."
